A section of the Scottieh agricultural 
commiesion now touring Canada visited 
Gleichen tast Saturday afternoon and 
spent several houre driving about the 
country, visiting @ number of our 
euccessful farmers and gathering infor- 
mation. 

Upon their return that evening The 
Call reporter had the pleasure of a chat 
with the canny Scote on their private 
earanud now muet admit that these 
gentlemen eucceeded in asking more 
questions than the reporter. 

The party was accompanied by Mr, J. 
8. Dennis, assistant to the 2nd Vice- 
President of the C.P.R., Mr. C. W. 
Petereon, of the Irrigation Co., Mr. 
Pearce and several others, 

The visitors comprised the irrigaticn 
committse, which was composed of the 
following: 

William Barber, of Tererran, Moni- 
aive, Dumfrieshire, 

Prof. Wm, Bruce, B. Se. of Edinburgh 
and Eset Scotland College of Agricul- 
ture.

Mr. Barber, the chairman of the irri- 
gatfon committee, was moat enthusiastic 
and made the following statement: 

“Thie is one of the mort interesting dis- 
tricte we have visited. Oneean scarce be- 
Leve that such a change could have been 
accomplished in so short a time and 
mainly throngh the application of irri- 
sation eupplied by the eystem now be- 
ing constructed by the C.P.R. The po- 
tatoes, alfalfa and other fodder crops as 
well aeeugar beets which we eaw on our 
intereating trip were really excellent 
crope, and the winter wheat, 60 far as 
we could judge from the few fields yet 
unthreshed, will compare most favor- 
ably with any crop we have eeea, When 
the prairie land tas been more fally 
brought ander cultivation and subdued, 
irrigation will assure an atundance of 
feed for all clasees of live stock and 
the great herde of cattle and sheep 
from the aurrounding ranches will ‘then 
«he brought to the irrigated dietrict to he 
finiehed for export and will readily he 
ted into prime condition for any market 
in the world.” 


The other members of the commiasion 
were equally delighted with the agricul: 
tural conditions of the irrigstion block 
and saw a great future ia etuce for thie 
portion of Alberta, 

Gleichen tae had anumber of delegu- 
tion thiayear, but it iedoubtful if any 
will have go good and wide effect as the 
Scote, 

The entire delegation, which numbers 
22, are everyone practical agriculturiete 
who are visiting Canada for the purpose 
of investigating the conditions which 
enrround that industry in the Dominion, 
If there ie one man on earth whom it is 
more more difficult to deceive it is the 
practical Scottish agriculturiat who in 
either making « bargain or lookingffor 
information on any question effecting his 
interests, 

These men were selected hy Hon. 
Mr. Sinclair, Secretary for Scotland in 
the Imperial government, and Hon. 
Sydney Fisher, Minister of Agriculture 
tn the Dominion cubinet, and are con- 
aidered the most representative men in 
the diff rant departmenta of agriculture 
purenite in that country, They are 
travellivg under the auspices of the de-

INSP, WH, YOUNG 
ACCIDENTLY SHOT 


A very sad and fatal shooting accident 
occurred on Wednesday evening of last 
week, the 16th inst., at the Irrigation 
Company’s bridge camp near W. D. 
Trego’e farm, five miles northeast of 
town, resalting in the death of Wm, 
Young, the company’s timber inspa@ctor. 

Daniel McDonald, one of the ca en- 
tera at work there brought word of the 
fatality to Gleichen that evening, who 
told his story to The Call reporter. 

Mr. McDonald atuted that shortly 
after supper that evening, Foreman E. 
kK. Campbell and Inepector Young were 
lying on the grass near one of the tents 
talking of the work in progrese when 
they noticed a flock of geese flying 
towards them and asked him to band 
outa shot yun which be did and then 
went in togetarifie. Justae he came 
out again Campbell Was ou one knee 
ready 
him barking and he struck it with his 
gun, causing it to diecharge, the full 


to eliovt, but a pup ran around 


charge entering the frout of Young's 
left shoulder close to the throat, who at 
the time was lying on bis stomach with 
hie aries folded under bis chest, within 
about two feet from the muzzel of the 
gun watching for Campbell to shout at 
the geese overhvad. Campbell exclaim; 
ed, ‘My, God, I have shot hiin,’’ and 
threw the threw the gun as fur away ay 
he could. 
aud rode ae hard as he could to_tows 
toinform Coronor Dr, Rose and the 
police and eent # wire to the Irrigation 
Co. officials. 

Dr. Kose and a police officer at once 
started lor the scene of the tragedy, but 
on arrival learned that Yrung died 
within four or five minutes after the 
ehooting. They brought the remains tu 
town that\night and an inquest was 
held Chureday afternoon, the jurymen 
being Mesere. T, H. Beach foreman, F, 
Blackbourn, W. P. Evans, V. J. Beau- 
pre, D. McBean and E, Griesbach, The 
witnesses were Meeurs, Daniel McDonald 
Audrew Rae and E. E. Campbell, all ot 
whom coroborated the stutemenuta, o} 
Mr. McDonald as given above, Thy 
jury having examined the body and 
heard the evidence returned @ verdict of 
accidental deach, 

The deceased's body presented a shock- 
ing eight, the gaping wound baving 
evidently taken the full charge. His 
clothing was soaked in his blood, while 
hiishead and fave were badly amesred 
with it, 

After the shooting deceared neve: 
epoke and ecarcely moved.

The deceased was a young man of 
about 28 yeare, who came from South 
Africa about two yeare ago, on hie way 
visiting friends in England. He hat
